This wasn’t half a bad start, and after one year 
more of work in London it was found possible to 
extend the scheme of operations to other large towns. 
Fist, 5,000 children were i a day in Manchester, 
Taverpool, Glasgow and Birmingham, and then the 
sckeme was extended, until it now includes the thirty- 
two biggest towns in the kingdom, and the districts 
known as the Potteries and the Rhondda. 

In each of these places the excursions are arranged 
and looked after by a local committee of well-known 
ladies and gentlemen formed for that purpose, and at 
the end of the year each secretary forwards a certifi- 
cate stating the amount of money received by the 
committee, and showing that it was spent according 
Sd - conditions laid down for the working of the 

und.
